XY 7E his Majeſtics Juſtices of the Peace of the ſaid Riding, preſent at the ſaid Seſlions, do here- 
WY by declare our conſent and concurrence with the Gentlemen of the Grand Jury , repreſent- 
© ing the body of the ſaid Riding, in their aboveſaid Preſentment ; and have reſolved, in order thereun- 
"fo, to uſe all diligent and lawful means of contriving to put the Laws in execution againſt all Diffen- 
ters, as well Popiſh as Proteſtant; perſons, who though they differ in the manner, yet agree too viſibly 
- inthe matter, of foſtering and encouraging of Schiſm and Faction. 
© We further Order, the like Warrants be ſent out from this Seſſions which were from the laſt, te all 
' Chief Conſtables, Petty Conſtables, Church-wardens and Overſeers of the Poor, commanding them, 
| _ and every of them, to give an account in Writing, upon Oath, to the Juſtices of the Peace at the next 
= Seſſions, to be held at Pontefraf, for this Riding, what Conventicles are held, and who are Diſlenters, 
wtheir Names, in their reſpective Pariſhes, Towns or Hamblers, tg the end they may be proceeded 
Jainſt, and proſecuted according to Law. 
| We further Order, this Preſentment be Prinfed, and one of them be affixed to every Warrant fo diſtti- 
buted and ſentout, to the end we may firſt rightly execute the truſt repoſed in us by his Sacred Majeſty, 
in the execution of the Laws; and that all Diſſenters, of cither or any perſwaſion, knowing our re- 
olutions herein, may have warning thereby to reconcile themſelves ro the Church, and to ayoid the 
zenalry of the Laws. 
And wefurther Order, That all perſons that keep Ale-houſes or Vidtualling-houſes, or other publick 
Houſes within the ſaid Riding, bring a Certificate under the hand of the Parſon of the Pariſh, or other 
ncumbent there, at the ſame time that they come to renew their Licences for the enſuing year, thar 
hey have duly repaired to their Pariſh Churches, and received the Sacrament, according to Law.
